THE GLOBE COMPANY. 


The Managers of the Concern Charged 
with Ali Sorts of Crooked uess. 
Special Dupetch to The Chic Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 31.—The Giobe Com- 
pany, formed two or three years ago to manu- 
facture patents for smoke cinder-con- 
suming locomotives and other much-wauted 
improvements on railroads, is defendant in 
a civil suit, action being brought by a stock- 
holder to restrain two persons frem fore- 
closing their mortgage of ,000 on the 
works and property of company in 
Chelsea. There has been a gteat deal of 
crookedness about the management. Divi- 
dends were paid heavy and often, but there 
was no income save that received from stock. 
Costly works were erected but never used, 
and the patents purchased turned out to 
be worthless. In the case of the $50,000 
mortgage the evidence today showed that 
no consideration nad been paid for it, and 
the mortgage was put upon the property of 
the company in June, with the understand- 
ing taat if a clear title to the property could 
be given and its attachments dissolved, a man 
named Guild would advance to the Globe 
Company the sum of $50,000, as written in 
the mortgage. But from the testimony of 
the counsel tor Guild, it appeared that Guild 
has never advanced anv money to the com- 
pany for the mortgage, it being ascertained 
by counsel in June last thatit would be im- 
possible to carry out the agreements and gain 
a clear title to the property. 

Mr. Horace P. Stevens, who holds a mort- 
gage of $10,000 on the property of the com- 
pany, was a witness' in his own behalt, and 
stated that he gave as consideration for the 
mortgage to him $1,400 cash and his note of 
$8,600, which is still due the company. Coun- 
sel stated that the name of the Globe Compa- 
ny had become so odious to the public that un- 
der that name he could not get anv one to 
take hold of it, and the Chelsea Manufactur- 
ing Company was formed to take its place, 
the stock of the Chelsea Cow pany being virt- 
ually owned by the stockholders of the Globe 
Company. The evidence showed that the 
stock of the Globe Company and the manage- 
ment ot its affairs fell into the hands of 
cletks and others of little or no responsibili- 
ty, and it was sold with all its property and 
assets to the Chelsea Manhfacturing Com- | 
pany for the nommal sum of 8100, 0% The 
case is ulfinished.

‘There is scarcely. room 
for any doubt that astronomers were right 
in regarding the comet of 1880 as a return of 
the comet of 1843, come back long before its 
proper time. This was doubted by many, 
some. supposing that either the comet of 
1880 was another object traveling in 
nearly the same orbit, or else that 
the two bodies were associated together 
somewhat like. the clusters ef meteors 
forming a meteor ring, whieli lie irregularly 
strewn along the ring, and so pass any given 
point of their common orbit at irregular in- 
tervals of time. But now that within two 
years and eight months (more exactly, .the 
interval is from Jan. 27, 1880, to Sept. 17, 
1882) another splendid comet has been tray- 


formed, lustrous enough to be seen in full 
daylight, and traveling, like the comets of 
1343-1880, withi*a long and well-shaped tali 
the theory that these three are different 
comets traveling in the same track can 
no longer be accepted 

one. But if one and 

has been seen on all three 

and if these astropomers are right who con- 
sider the comet of me as the 
comet of 1668, then this particular comet is 
approaching the end of its career with singu- 
lar rapidity. From an interval of 175 years. 
to one of thirty-seven years, then to an in- 
terval of less than thirty-two months, is a 
very startling rate of change. Eucke’s comet 
had seemed to tell us very in vely of 
the gradual approach toward sun which 
comets may undergo; but astronomers only 
ecogni in its case a diminution ot the pe- 
rod ot revolution by a few hours in each 
ates’ Wg ere, however, is a comet 
which after 1668, had had a 
period fiftyttwo times as long as the period 
ot. Encke'g, after 1548 only eleven times as 
long, and atter 1882 redu to four-fifths of 
le of this, which had been the comet 
of shortest known period. What the time 
of circulation will now be remains to be 
seen. For my own part I should say it 
would be less than a year. In fact, from 
calculations I have made I see reason to be- 
live that the comet will be back in less 
than half a year, perhaps before Christ- 
mas, which ought to de interesting 
news to the believers in pyramid 
prophecy. Albeit, it must be under- 
stood that in such cases as these 
nothing like exact accuracy can be ob- 
tained. When astronomers said in 1880 that 
the comet of that year might be back in a 
much shorter time than thirty-seven years— 
„for instance, in fifteen years (one of them 
said)—many seemed to imagine that that 
number, fifteen — % indicated the results 
of careful calcu — But, as a matter of 
fact, it is absolutely impossible to deal with 
such cases as these by.any process of calcu- 
lation. All we can say is at each return

A DISGRACEFUL EXHIBITION. 

Carter Harrison’s sense of propriety seems 
to be completely blunted. He either torgets 
that he is the Mayor of Chicago, or else he is 
utterly indifferent to the dignity and re- 
sponsibility which ought to attach to that 
office. Ile is appearing at Democratic meet- 
ings in this campaign not as a private citi- 
zen but as Mayor, and in that attitude he is 
making a most disgraceful exhibition of him- 
self and pandering to the lowest appetites 
and most dépraved habits of the rabble. His 
speeches are of a character which might 
gain approval and applause in the low dens 
which disgrace State street, but they outrage 
the office he holds and insult the intelligence 
and decency of the respectable portion of the 
community.

Has he no concern for the good 
name of Chicago which he is draggink in 
the mire? Carter Harrison has had ad- 
vantages of education and association which 
‘make it hard to believe that he is ignorant of 
the effect his scandalous exhibition is calcu- 
lated to product, In tnt case he has de- 
termined to make common cause with tbe 
depraved classes ln the belief that such an 
alliance will promote bis political fortu 
In ottier words, he is willing that Chicago, 
Cook County, and the Democratic party shall 
be prostituted to a reign of depravity in 
own political designs. 
This shows an error of judgment as well as 
of heart.

BLAINE-LOGAN. 

The ingenious youth whotelegraphed from 
Chicago to New York the story of a Blaine- 
Logan combination, by which these gentle- 
men were to become joint candidates for the 
next Republican nomination for President, 
and to take the first and second places, as 
should seem most advisable, displayed a 
lively imagination wholly unembarrassed by 
either facts or probabilities, 

The striking objection to this story is that 


the two gentlemen have not hitherto trained 


in the same political company; that their as- 
sociates have been raised in opposing 
schools: and that they have been: instinct- 
ively hostile in their policies and their no- 
tions of how much the Government owes to 
the people of the country and how much the 
people of the country owe to statesmen who 
consent to serve them. Without in any way 
intimating at this time which has been right, 
or nearer right, on this subject, it is suffi- 
cient to say that wherever there was an occa- 
sion for action or speech on this great point 
Blaine and Logan have not been found act- 
ing in harmony. ‘Two physicians belonging 
to opposing schools of medicine were never 
more antagouistic in their theories than these 
two Republican statesmen have been, and 
the ugreemeut of professors of opposing 
schools of theology would not be more sur- 
prising than that of Mr. Blaine and Gen. 
Logan. . 

Nevertheless, in the general upheaval of 
politics, and the dispersal of the third-term 
party, the brazen medals may cease to repre- 
sent anything in the past. The story is to 
the effect that the friends of Logan and 
Blaine shall unite In the elecsion of delegates 
to the next convention, and that if it de de- 
cided there that Blaine should have the first 
place then Logan is to be nominated Vice- 
President, and that if Logan be preferred for 
President then Blaine is to have his late 
place as Chief of the Cabinet. Those who 
suggest any such apportionment of the next 
Administration know little of the tempera- 
ment of the two men whose future is thus 
mapped out. As Senators the two might 
serve at the same time on an officia) equality 
in the Senate, but it is not likely that they 
would ever hold the relations of chief and 
subordinate. They both probably have 
passed that point in their history, and in their 
hopes and ambitions, wheneither will volun- 
tarily admit inferiority to the other. An al- 
Hance between them for their mutual ad- 
vancement is, of course, not an impossibility, 
but is not at all tikely. . 

The fact that Gen. Logan is an aspirant for 
the Presidency is not any more doubtful 
than that Mr. Blaine has been and is yet. 
Gen. Logan’s candidacy will probably take 
definit form before the ‘ineeting of the next 
Republican Convention. While that candi- 
dacy will necessitate many new combina- 
tions, and perhaps souie ef them surprising 
and extraordinary, they Will not be more as- 
tonishing than the dissolutions of combina- 
tions and partnerships which have existed 
When Gen. Logan comes to the 
front or is brought there by his friends as a 
candidate for the Presidency there will be 
a general change in several other quarters, 
and either a voluntary or an enforced retire- 
ment in others. We will not speculate upon 
the possible effects of such an alliance as-is 
suggested between the friends of Blaine 
and of Logan, because we cannot regard it 
otherwise than as altogether too improbable 
to be entertained, and therefore dismiss it as 
not justifying any serious consideration. 
They may both be candidates in 1884, but in 
all probability neither will be such as the 
friend and ally or partner of the other,

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OUR COUNTY UNIVERSITY. 

The Board of Education of this county has 
recently called to the Superintendency of 
the normal school at Englewood Prof. 
Francis W. Parker at a salary of $5,000 a 
year. Prof. Parker hasbeen at the head of 
‘similar institutions tor a number of years, 


It is evident, however, that the County Board 
of Education of this county and the new 
head of the county school have in view an 
establishment far exceeding that which was 
originally designed, and far exceeding any- 
thing Which the public needs require. Cook 
County needs no normal school and never 
has needed one; certainly no school for that 
purpose beyond that which has been in ex- 
istence. 

So far as the normal school at Englewood 
has been a public school for that neighbor- 
hood, it has served a good purpose, and there 
can be no objection to its continuance. Per- 
haps, so far as it is a local school for the ed- 
ucation and preparation of teachers, it might 
be well to continue it. But when any propo- 
sition is made te convert it into any more 
than a local school for education of local 
teachers, the consideration of utility becomes 
of prominent importance. The State of IIIi- 
nois has now two normal universities, both 
liberally endowed, both provided with large 
and well appointed buildings, and both main- 
tained at the public expense. But why 
should Cook County be required to support 
and maintain at its own expense an institu- 
tion of a like character? Why should this 
county be required to furnish for this county 
alone an Institution rivaling that at Normal 
and that at Carbondale ? . 

Is there a want of a third normal ‘univer- 
sity? If there be such a necessity, we do 
not know that there ought to be any serious 
objection; but if there is to bea third uni- 
versity of this kind why should it not be Iike 
the others—a State universit} ? Whyshoald 
it be maintained and supported asa great 

School at the exelusive cost of this county ? 

If a third normal university be required 
for the education of teachers, we do not 
know that a better location could be selected 
than Englewood; certainiy no other location 
could be so convenient for the purpose. To 
propose thata third normal college should 
be provided in this State would involve the 
cost to the State of a new purchase of land 
and large appropriations for buildings, 
and. apparatus, and all the equipments 
of a weil-appoisted university, To this 
expense there would naturally be much 
objection on the part of members of the Leg- 
islature representing other parts of the Stute 
already amply provided with schools of that

While we have no objechon to having the 
school at Englewood equal if not superior to 
any other in this State or in the eountry (as 
it will undoubtedly be under the charge of 
the new Superintendent and the fostering 
and enlightened care of our Board of County 
Commissioners), we must insist that it shall 
be made en State institution and be ‘lifted to 
the dignity of the other like schools of Lili- 
npis. This county has, at its own expense, 
provided the buildings and supported the in- 
stitution thus far, and the State will undoubt- 
edly promptly accept the princely gift if our 
County Board will merely make the request. 
It is rather selfish for this county to deprive 
the people of Ilinois of thé honor, glory. and 
profits of such an institution, and keep it for 
the exclusive benefit and glory of this county. 
We can, in Cook County, afford to be gener- 
ous and liberal in this respect to the rest of 
the State.

AN INSULT TO THE COMMON 
OF {HE COUNTRY. 

When the people’s revresentatives at Wash- 
ington last winter shirked the tariff ques- 
tion by shuffime it off on a commission, there 
was widespread disaatisfaction. ‘This feeling 
xrew into indiguation when the President 
appointed the Commissioners, and denied all 
representation fo any other than the protec- 
tional element, 
It is now announced that the forthcoming

report of the commission will not recommend 


any changes Ip taxation, beyond a slight in- 
crease of some duties anda slight decrease 
of others. The commission has been in ses- 
sion three months beginning with a pro- 
longed examination for six weeks inte the in- 
fant industries of Long Branch. It has 
traveled 7,000 iniles, has visited seventeen of 


‘the principal cities, and has taken 2,000 pages 


of testimony. But it has not traveled enough 
nor taken enough evidence. 

It cannot see any reason why the mount- 
ainous burden of tariff taxation should be 
lifted, or why American industries should 
be protected by giving them their raw mate- 
rials free of tax, It recommends a slight 
decrease of taxes to please one side, anda 
slight increase to please the other. The Gov- 
ernment is taking from the people every 
month in taxes $15,000,000 more than its ex- 
penses and the interest on the public debt. 
The appropriations last year were swelled by 
all kinds of reckless extravugance and dis- 
honest jobbery. On top of this, Washington 
advices’ state that the different departments 
have increased their estimates for the eoming 
fiscal year by $10,000,000, Excessive .axation 
is bleeding business, and excessive revetiues 
are demoralizing the administration of the 
Government, but the Tarik . Commission 
think no changes are necessary. 

One of the largest iron mauufacturers in 
this country testified distinctly to the com- 
mission that the taxes on imported iron ores 
were a restriction of American manufact- 
uring. These foretgn ores are needed for mix- 
ing with the Aniericau ores. Every ton of 
foreign ore made a market for a ton of 
American ore, and éxcited a new demand for 
American labor. But the commission's sole 
recommendation with regard to the taxes on 
iron is that they be not increased ! 

These worthy men have not traveled 
enough. They must be started out again. 
They should never be allowed to stop, but 
kept going forever—the seven Wandering 
Jews of reform.

THE STANLEY-DE BRAZZA CONTROVERSY. 

The controversy between the explorers, 
Stanley and De Brazza, as to the annefation 
of territory to France on the north bank of 
the River Congo bids fair to develop into a 
political controversy in the future between 
Belgium and France and a struggie for com- 
mercial supremacy. De Brazza first went to 


the Congo in 1875 in the interests of the 


French section of the International African 
Society, and since that time has been engaged 
in seeking a practical trade route from the 
coast to Stanley Pool, the point from whence 
the mighty river is navigable for 900 miles 
into the interior through one of the richest 
countries in the world. In 1879 De Brazz 
settled upon his route and advocated the con- 
struction of a railroad to Stanley Pool. He 
established two stations, one of them at the 
pool, which he himself describes as a basis 
of operations and of support for the human- 
itarian and civilizing mission which France 
had the right to exercise in this country, sit- 
uated within call of our French colony at 
Gaboon.” More than this, King Makoko, 
whose Kingdom lies on the Congo, aréund 
this pool, sought De Brazza's friendship and 
at last made atreaty with him, which has 
now become famous, ceding to France a cer- 
tain amount of territory on the north bank 
of the Congo, whichis of the utmost value 
as Dearing upon the future commercial: de- 
velopment of the rich region surrounding it 
on all sides. 

Mr. Stanley naturally feels himself ag- 
grieved at the conduct of De Brazza. Both 
explorers were sent out by the same society, 
the former representing the Belgian section 
and the latter the French section, and were 
sentout substantially for the same purpose— 
namely: to establish international stations at 
regular intervals for the purpose of affording 
places of refuge for travelers and explorers. 
The most of this work was doné by Stanley, 
and it was done under cireumstances of ex- 
traordinary difficulty. He had to encounter 
hostility on all sides. He was obliged to hew 
out roads around the different series of cat- 
aracts, to bridge torrents and rocky ravines, 
and to haul his stores up almost vertical 
mountain sides without the aid of animals. 
The weight and labor of his transportation 
may be realized from the statement that he 
had no less than 2,225 packages, each weigh. 
ing from sixty to seventy pounds. Besides 
this he had two steamers which could not 
be put together until he reached the Upper 
Congo above the falls. To do all this hauling he 
had a working force of 140 men, not all of 
whom, however, were always available. 
Calculating the number of days they traveled 
their rate of progress was but a quarter ofa 
mile per day. After eleven months of un- 
ceasing labor the two steamers were put to- 
gether at one of the cataracts, and then Stan- 
ley was prostrated with fever, barely escap- 
ing with his life after a six Weeks“ illness. 
When he recovered he set out for Stanley 
Pool, and on the route he met De Brazza, 
who said nothing, however, of what had taken 


place there. 


‘Arriving at the pool he diseovered from 
the natives, who were old friends of his, that 
the territory had been ceded to the French. 
This was a great discouragement to him, anda 
a great disappointment after his herculean 


elforts in laying out the’ stations, He 
did not waste much time in use⸗ 
less lamenting, however. e had prou- 
ised when he started launch a 
Steamer on the Upper Co and he had 
done 80, and in his hittle. mer he sailed 
un the Congo 150 miles when suddenly a

ot any Government. If he had taken posses- 
sion of it at that time he could have handed 
ic over to no one but Mr. Bennett, and even 
that gentleman, fond as he is of roving and 
ee ould have hardly cared to move 

to Stanley I, transfer his newspaper 
there, and try to hold the Upper Congo terri- 
tory against all comers, with no army but his 
editorial staff, and no flag. Mr. De Brazza 
was on. the Congo representing a Govern- 
ment, and seeing the chance to get some ter- 
ritory for France he improved the opportu- 
nity. As the territory. however, which he 
grabbed is only nine miles square, and land 
is plenty along the Congo, there is no good 
reason why, when Stanley goes back, he 
should not at once appropriate a handsome 
slice for his frieud Leopold IL, and hoist the 
Belgian flag on it, As he knows more about 
the Congo than any other living man, and has 
friends all along the stream, he ought to have 
no difficulty in petting something very rich, 


and thus even up matters with De Brazza.

‘RAILROADS, a AND DEM- 


In a recent article on railroads and dema- 
gogs thé New York Tribune bestows its 
severest reproofs on the demagogs who 
have meddied with the transportation prob- 
em. Demagogism is always reprehensible, 
either on the platform or in the press, and 
our contemporary will find no one, even 
among the demagogs, who will be bold 
enough to gainsay it. When it asserts that 
there is not a single measure that they have 
proposed which has not been calculated (sic) 
to injure the public far more than it could 
benefit” no contradiction is possible. The 
proposals’ of demagogs are usually of an 
injurious character. But when the Tribune 
leaves this safe and proper ground, and cites 
figures from the Onio Railroad Commis- 
sioners’ report to show that in recent years 
railroad charges have been very much re- 
duced, and that therefore all the talk of 
State supervision of raiJroaé charges is dem- 
agogy, it shifts to a weak and indefen- 
sible position, 

No one denies that railroad charges have 
been very much reduced during the last 
decade. There is no news in the multitu- 
dinous statistics furnished by the Commis- 
sioners and quoted by the New York Trib- 
une. All these facts have been tlirashed out 
over and over again in the debate over the 
transportation problem.“ ‘Telegraph rates 
have been greatly reduced in the last ten years, 
but it is still true that the telegraphic busi- 
ifess of country is in the hands of an 
overgrown monopoly, which the people feel 
must some day be restrained by the Govern- 
ment. Kerosene oil, and coal, and steel rails 
have grown cheaper at about the same pace 
as railroad rates, but the public are fully 
aware that each of these staples of modern 
life is controlled by its ring, which lives and 
moves solely for itself and not in any sense 
whatever for the benefit of the public. Al- 
though the rates charged by these various 
corporations have been reduced, we are not 
able to discern that their wealth has dimin- 
ished. The il-omened accumulation of enor- 
mous fortunes suffers no reduction. 

When the New York Tribune asserts that 
these reductions in railroad rates have been 
voluntarily“ by the roads, we are tempted to 
reread its most proper denunciations of dem- 
agogyin dealing with the railroad question. 
W hat has brought down railroad rates to their 
present level has been competition—the com- 
petition of other railroads, and of the canals 
which the railroads in New York are now 
voluntarily?“ trying to close forever. The 
very years cited to show the degree in which 


railroad charges have shrunk were years of 
7 much hope of the election of the Arthur - Folger 


the most furious railroad wars this ¢ountry 
has seen. It is the invariable practice of the 
trunk lines to raise their rates in the fall 
when lake and canal navigation closes, and 
to lower them again when navigation re- 
opens. This is “voluntary” in the same 
Pickwickian sense in Which Jay Hubbell is 
the recipient of voluntary“ contributions 
from the widows and cripples in the Govern- 
ment service, 

The brilliant journalist and public-spirited 
citizen who was editor of the New York 
Tribune in 1867 warned the American people 
in that year in an address at Minneapolis of 
the impending conflict with the railroad cor- 
porations. ‘The perils which his prescient 
eye saw first on the horizon have since risen 
inte the view of the multitudes. 

Of the 50,000 readers of the New York 
Tribune 49,975 feel and know that their in- 
terests—industrial, political, and social—de- 
mand that the railroad power of this country 
be held down to its common-law and statu- 
tory duties. They know that the trregu- 
larities of even the reduced railroad rates 
between individuals and localities are 
producing an unnatural redistribution of 
their wealth. Possibly as many as twenty- 
five of its readers belong to the class whose 
riches and power are identified with the 


present system, and who think a railroad is 


called a common carrier because it carries as 
much of the common wealth to their pockets 
as they can hold. It is not these twenty- 
five for which a great pablic journal should 
be the spokesman. 


Mr. Annan S. Hewitt is a Democratic 
member of the present Congress, and is 
anxious to be re@lected. The Democratic 
factions of New York have lately confed- 
erated, and Tammany again rules the roast. 
Hence, Mr. Hewitt, speaking at the recent 
ratification meeting in the Academy of Music, 
which is next door to Tammany Hall, de- 
clared that he could see no machine in the 
Democratic party. But in 1880 the same gen- 
tleman declared that Tammany Hall is a 
machine, the fundamental principle of 
which is at war with the true Demo- 
cratic idea. Its source of power is not 
in the people but ina secret society which 
nas no place in the Democratic scheme.“ 
Some of Mr. Hewitt’s erities take a humor-

A Nurempenrc inventor has just made 
public a new and interesting process of printing 
photographs in colors, which has been regarded 
in some quarters as much superior to, and des- 

tined to supersede, chromo-lithograpy. The {n- 
ventor secured some surprising results in artist- 
ic photography in various public experiments 
recently. and won commendation from capabie 
crities. His process consists in securing six 
gelatine copies on glass of a photograph nega- 
tive. These plates are next painted with a com- 
bination of five primary tints, including a gray 
and a brown. These same tints, in a different 
combination, are next applied to a second plate, 
and so on until there are six differéut combina- 
tiuns on cach plate, which series, the inventor 
claims, will enable him to secure any desired col- 
o ing in bis photographs. After being colored, 
the pla tas are treated with bi-chromute of potash, 
which renders them perfectly insoluble and ca- 
pabie of being operated with an ordinary litho- 
graph press. The great advantage possessed by 
them over the old chromo-lithography process 
is that the color photographs can be secured 
from them ia. complete condition in five print - 
ings, whereas a dozen or twenty separate im- 
pressions are required to produce a cbhromo- 
lithograph. Fidelity in copying the original 
tints of. color in the object photographed is se- 
cured by means of a prepared scale, in which 
every possible combination af the five colors is 
clearly shown. By subdividing these tive into 
fifths, the inventor has secured no less than 
1,000 tints, which have been analyzed and re- 
produced on the scale, so that the operator of 
the coloring apparatus can readily discover 
their component colors. It is claimed that 
three mouths’ practice is sufficient to impart 
proficiency in the process to any student of 


color photography.

Utilizing Sun- Hays. 

Mr. William Calver, a mining expert living in 
Washington, bas just patented a new discovery 
which promises large results. It is. very simple, 
consisting of an arrangement by which the rays 
of the sun are reflected from any number of 
mirrors upon a common focus. "By accident 
Mr. Calver directed the lignt from two ordinary 
look ing-glasses upou the same surface, and be 
immediately observed that the resultant heat 

‘was about doubled. Continuing bis experiments 
in this direction, he succeeded in reducing wood 
to ashes, and metal to a liquid state, merely by 
voncentrating upon t the retiected rays of 
the sun from twenty 6mall mirrors with flat sur- 
faces. Mr. Carver dees not pretend to explain 
the principle, be has simply pursued bis experi- 
ments until be bas brought the process to a 
point whepe it can be patented. | 

A reporter of the Wasbington Poat bas seen 
the model in the Patent Office, and has witnessed 
some of the experiments. ‘The model patented 
ty Mr. Caiver cousists. of a number of small 
looking-giasses arranged in rows upon a frame 
30 fixed t they can be converged upon any 
one point. A working model. of which he bas a 
number, was cxbibited to a reporter tn the yard 
in the rear of his residence. Forty innocent, 
guileiess-looking, Lö- cent. gilt-framed mirrors, 
each three and three-quarters by ive and tbree- 
quarters inches, were arranged upon a frame

New York, Oct. 31.—Workmen were to- 
day busy pulling down the dangerous por- 
tions of the walls of the burned Park Theatre 
and clearing away the débris about the place. 
There is no doubt tnat the stage carpenter, 
John Leo, who was reported missing last 
night, perished in the flames, “His father 
was at the theatre, and said that his son had 
not returned to his home, and that he feit 
convinced that he was lost. Leo was im the 
carpenter-shop when the fire broke out. This 
shop was situated above the flies, and, his 
escape being cut off by the flames. he must have 
been burned to death. He leaves a wife and 
two children. 

Henry Clark, the assistant stage-carpenter, 
died this afternoon in the New York Hos- 
pet Ile -was on the stage at the time of the 

reaking out of the. fire, and was quickly en- 
veloped in the flatues and badly burned, 

William F. Doran, sustained a-compound 
comminuted fracture of the left leg. He is 
very weak and unable to converse. 

Uns. LANGTRY 
has determined to give a benefit performance 
in aid of the families of those who were in- 
jured by the fire. 

The origin of the fire is still involved in 
mystery. ‘The report that the curtains of the 
stage-boxes took fire from a dunch light 
proves.to be incorrect, for the light could 
only be placed directly in front of the orehes-

from the curtains. 
THE MOST PROBALLE.THEORY

Congress, in 1872 and 
i874, passed laws providing that 2 
making claims to fees in Indian cases should 
be required to file copies of their claims in 
the Interior Department, otherwise the de- 
partment would not recognize the attorneys 
and would not allow the fees out of 
the Indian funds. This law was 
designed to protect the indians from 
fraud, and to interfere with the designs of 
speculators who had, organized to rob the 
indians. The law, in its terms, applied to all 
claims which were adjudicated from that 
date, whether or not they had been filed be- 
tore chat. Certain attorveys, thinking evi- 
dently that their plans would be interfered 
with, have appealed from this decision of the 
Secretary of the Interior, claiming that these 
laws could not apply to claims whith were 
filed, and as to which the rights of the attor- 
neys had rested prior to the passage of 
laws. They maintain that the decision of ths 
Secretary of the Interior gives the lawsa 
retroactive effect which is not constitutional.

Ex-Secretary Blaine's new mansion, which for 
over a year bas been building, is not yet neariy 
enough completed. for any time to be set for the 
family to move in.

Walker Biaine, are now here, and he is reported 
to have said that possibly his parents would not 
occupy the new house at ali this winter, but 
would remain in the old one on Fifteenth street. 
Although that is for sale there seems no pros- 
pect of its being sold soon. To furnish the 
new one will require at least $509,000 at once, 
says one familiar with such matters. and more, 
in addition. to run it. It is the largest private 
dweiling ever erected here, I am informed. It 
covers nearly as much ground as the British 
Legation, which was built by the sume archi- 
tect, Mr. Fraser, formerly of Phitadeiphia, and.

Blaine’s house is by far the most conspicuous 
n the neighborhood, many as are the handsome 
new houses near by.

admirably adapted for entertaining. These 
rooms are the drawing-room, dining-room, aud 
library, each measuring twenty by twenty-tive 
fect, and the reception-room parior, the 
two latter being a tritie smaller. 

As an unfounded item as to Mr. Blaine de- 
siring to imitate Mr. Tilden's dining-room, and, 
being deterred by the cost, has been frequeantiy 
published lately, some description of what the 
room really is mes necessary. It was u- 
ished in mahogany and basa walnscoatmg five 
feet eight inches high, surmounted by a narrow 
sbeif, on which bric-a-brac and fancy china are 
to be placed ali around the room, the plates and 
saucers edgewise.

It has a handsome writing-desk to tit in be- 
tween two windows and bookcases made after a 
soecial design on three sides of the room. They 
are five feet bigh and are surmounted by 
paneled waluscoting two feet high, all of ma- 
hoguny. The mantel-shelf bas consoles op each 
side ornamented with very elaborate lions’ 
heads. This is between two windows. Above 
the mantel is a plate-glass mirror with two 
sheives. The firepiace is bordered with very 
bandsome tiles. ‘There are open fireplaces in 
every room in the house, yet the whole huuse 
is heated by steam. 

The second floor is finished in poplar, except 
the main staircase, which is pancied oak ali the 
4 to the top of the house. There are several 
bed-roows and three bath- rooms on this floor, 
and in one of the latter is a Russian bot bath. 
specially for Mr. Blame's use to aid bis rheumu- 
tism. 

The basement is also perfectly finished and 
bas ceilings ten feet high.

A DEADLY COMPACT. 


An Agreement Hetween Father and 
Son that the Former Shall Commit 
Suicide and the Latter Shall Mill Sis

LirrLe Rock, Ark., Oct. 31.—Several 
weeks ago an old man named Isador Cazat, 
for thirteen years stationary engineer in the 
St. Louis & lron Mountain Railroad machine- 
shops in Argenta, opposit the city, was dis- 
charged for a frequent neglect of duty.

Richardsan was absent, but. George F.

Cazat begau cursing him as the cause of his 
father’s discharge, and drew a piste! and or- 
dered Barnes to.get on his knees and beg his 
pardon. Barnes exposiilated, then Cazat 
exclaimed that he woufd kill him anyhow. 
“One, two,” aml while pronouncing the 
word “three” thrust the pistol into Barnes’ 
face and fired as the victim suddeuly stoeped 
inan effort to dodge. The bullet struck 
Barnes in the forehead, coming out at the 
tighteye. Cazat fled and hid ina clump of 
willows near the river edge, wilere he was 
arrested and brought over to the city. 
Barnes, who is a young married man, is still 
living, but is mortally wounded. No doubt 
it was Cazat’s intention to kill both Richard- 
son and Barnes.

WAGES IN STEEL MILLS. 


ANOTHER FRUITLESS CONFERENCE — THE 
MEN CONCEDE A REDUCTION OF 20 PER 
CENT, BUT ON CONDITIONS WHICH THE 
EMPLOYERS REFUSE, 

A number of delegates from the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Workers of the 
Northwest assembied yesterday with a view to 
come to some agreement with the manufact- 
urers in regard to the scale of wages for 1883. 
Delegates are here from the Carondelet. Vulcan 
Steel Works, Joliet Steel Company, and the 
Union Iron and Steel Company, and the North 
Side Rollmg- Mills of this city. The companies 
are represented by O. W. Potter, of the North 
Side company; John E. Fry, St. Louis; R. R. 
Jones, Union Company, and Horace 8. Smith, 
Joliet. 

A conference was held between the same par- 

ties about two weeks ago, at which the delegates 

from the association proposed a reduction on 
the present schedule of 10 per cent, and after- 
wards agreed to 12% per cent. Both proposi- 
tions were refused by the manufacturers, who 
wanted a cut of 20 per cent, and the conference 
was temporarily dissolved for the purpose of 
allowing the deiegutes to consult with their fel- 
low-workmen. They were then authorized to 
propose a reduction of 15 per cent from last 
year’s schedule. This:proposition was submitted 
tothe manufacturers yesterday morning, but 
was not acce by m. The committee re- 
turned to their headquarters at the Briggs 

House to discuss the matter further. They re- 

mained in secret session all the morning with- 

out coming to any conclusion. In the afternoon 
another session was beid, at which President 

Jarrett and A. L. Carpenter, Vice-President of 

the Fourth District, were present. They re- 

mained in session until 4 o'clock, and then pro- 
to the office of the North Side Rolling- 

Miiis to "bold another conference with the manu- 

facturers. 

The conference at President Potter's office 
lasted about two hours. The manufacturers 
were firm in their demands for the 2 per cent 
reduction, which they claimed was just on ac- 
count of the low ce of steel rails. The work- 
men, after vainly endeavoring to compromise 
on a ficure lower than 20 per cent, finally yield- 
ed, provided the manufacturers would agree to 
a revision of the scale on the Ist of May. so that 
the workmen might have the benefit of a raise 
in wages should the price of stcel advance, 
This proposition the manufacturers would not 
agree to, as it would leave the question of wa 
again to be arbitrated after May 1. The confer- 
euce then broke up, leaving the question still 
unsettied. e delegates say they cannot tell 
what the —— will de. 

A TRIBUNE reporter had a short conversation 
with President Jarrett previous to the confer- 
ence. He was hopetul of the situation, but was 
nou-committal as to what the association would 
doin case the manufacturers asked too much. 
He said all was peaceful in the Pittsburg —— 
and, so far as he knew, in all the steel- 
places. There was no talk of strikes. and ~~ 
men were eatisfied with any reasonabie reduc- 
tion the manufacturers might make.

which attracted widespread attention, and 
the outgrowth ot which is a large legal vol- 
ume, That suit was also against Mr. Rogers, 
and by it he was compelled to relinquish his 


claims on some 100 lots and $10,000 cash. 
The Judge of the Supreme Court also se- 


verely reprimanded him for unprofessional 


practices as an attorney. The complaint in 
the suit instituted this forenoon is in sub- 
stance as follows: It seems that in 1866 Mr. 
Newkirk resided at Raleigh, N. C., and, as 
the ay ig a alleges, at that time gave to 
Daniel Rogers a power to buy lands in 
the State of Wisconsin, to bargain for, sell, 
and convey the same, and to execuie deeds 
and such other necessary conveyances of 
said lands owned by said Newkirk, 
or bought for him dy said agent. 
During the years 1868, 1869, and 1870. 
Mr. Rogers, for Newkirk, whom he repre- 
sented to a wealthy "Eastern capitalist, 
purchased and held a large number of lots 
and blocks on the south side of Milwaukee, 
which Mr. Newkirk alleges to be worth the 
sum of $15,000, He further alleges that Mr.

The 
marine reporter of this paper writes articles ac- 
cording to his own judgment, and has a perfect 
right to compare the carrying capacity of two 
steamers without being accused of acting under 
‘inspiration.’ Fur more, the article made 
no reflection on the Jewett's strength, beauty, or 
seagoing qualities, the whole object being to show 
that she was larger and more costly, but at the 
a carrier as the Boston. 
Mr. Bullard, in his remarks about the Nyack and 
Boston in the great storm in which the 1 
wus lost, states the Boston turned back 
when the Nyack went on, and seems to think 
that that settled the s d of the steamers.

When the Jewett build- 
ing it was given out that she would carry 2,500 
tons on fourteen feet six inches of water, but 
she only carries 2.00 tons on fifteen feet three 
inches. Mr. Ballard has not yet explained how 
this happens.” 


Why Vesselmen Gramble, 

There are several reasons why vessel men are 
putting their boats in winter quarters. Freights 
are not booming as they usually do at this sea- 
son. Wages and other expenses are moving 
steadily upward. The daugers of tall weather 
are ut hand, with nothing to compensate own- 
ers for the extra risk they are running. In addi- 
tion to the above, acting like a last straw, comes 
the steady loss from shortage which vessels 
trading from this port are subjected to. When 
a vessel delivers ail the grain she receives noth- 
ing is more galling than to be called on to pay a 
shortage. During the past few weeks several 
shortages have occurred, among 
them the folluwing: Propellers Kussia, 100 bush- 
els on a cargo of 62,000; Iron Age, seventy-tive 
bushels on à cargo of 30,000; schooner Rounds, 
fifty bushels on 20003 the schooner Hough- 
ton was short 250 bushels, but this wilil 
probably be settled without the schoon- 
er being made to lose it all, as some 
mistake of more than usual magnitude must 
have been made in her case. The steamship V. 
H. Ketcham was delayed three days taking on 
her es and a prominent vesseiman offers to 
bet that she NU be short 100 bushels.
